NEW PLANT OPERATED 


Coagulating Machine Recently Instal- 


td at Water Company Plant- 


Other Improvements Made 


A coagulating plant has b*en in- 


stalled at the Stevens Point Water 
Co. pumping station and it is expect- 
ed that witHn the next two or three 
weeks the reddish-yellow cast now 
noticed in i:ty water will give place 
to liquid of pure whiteness. The pur- 
pose of this new device, which was 
made to order at a factory in Massa- 
chusetts and installed at an expense 
of many hundreds of dollars, is to eli- 
minate the vegetable matter found In 
all water drawn from the Wisconsin 
river, 
and also to improve the 
"taste" of the liquid. Additional fil- 
tering apparatus was recently put in 
and other improvements made at the 
plant for the purpose of giving our 
citizens pure and wholesome water. 


Illinois coal is used by the Water 


Co., of which they now have approx- 
imately one thousand tons on hand. 
Each of the two Holly pumps has a 
daily capacity of 2,000,000 
gallons 


and are therefore large enough to 
supply 
the city's needs for many 


years to come. The company also 
owns a lighting outfit, used for gen- 
erating electric current for illuminat- 
ing the station and the chief engi- 
neer's residence close by.

For more than a gener- 
ation he was the spiritual administra- 
tor of St. Patrick's church, and in that 
capacity he endeared himself to his 
congregation as have few other priests 
in this city. A man of high intelleci 
and deep sympathies, he was one of 
the ablest and most truly loved clergy- 
men in the state of Wisconsin.

its civic assets. Much of his long rec- 
ord of usefulness in Green Bay was 
made up of unselfish and constructive 
public service. His great influence 
was always thrown on the side of right 
and justice, and he was indentified 
with innumerable civic enterprises 
whose elevating effects upon our so- 
cial and municipal life will be lasting. 
"Father O'Brien was a religious dem- 
ocrat. He had respect for all faiths 
and all. effort that was founded In 
God. 
He was beloved by all who knew 


him for his lofty character, his kind- 
liness, his brotherliness. 
We know of 


few men to whose memory more ner- 
sonal tributes of affection and esteem 
will be uttered than to this departed

IS IT A LEGAL BOARD ? 


Question Raised as to Legality of Re- 


. cently Appointed Vocational 


School Board. 


At last week's meeting of the 


Board of Education four 
members 


were elected to serve in the Vocatio- 
nal school board to 
replace those 


whose terms had expired. The new 
men are W. S. Young, whd succeeds 
himself as a member of the board, 
H. A. Vetter, G. W. Andrae and Robt. 
K. McDonald. Since the names were 
announced a question has arisen as to 
stituted, because of an express provi- 
the legality of the board as now con- 
sion of law which says it shall include 
two employers and two employes, be- 
sides the city superintendent, who is 
an ex-officio member. The section re- 
ferred to is numbered 41.15, and that 
portion designating the board's mem- 
bership is known as sub-section 2. It 
reads as follows:

thorities of Wisconsin have refused 
to recognine that the congress of the 
United States is the proper authority 
to discharge state troops from state 
service, these having been lawfully 
sworn to such service.

Washington. D. C., Dec. 4.—Henry 


P. Davlsou, chairman of the war coun- 
cil of the Ited Cross, today Issued to 
the 3354 chapters and the li2,UUO,OUO 
members the following statement out 
lining the future policy of the Ameri- 
can lied Cross: 


"The whole American people will he 


tavited In the week preceding Christ- 
mas to enroll as members of UK- Ited 
Cross. It is contid< nth helu<\ed there 
need be no further campaigns for Ked 
Cross funds, but In.stettd the annual 
roll call will constitute the foundation 
of the Ked Crofvs. 
The people should 


therelore know us detmitely as possi- 
ble the plans of this, their national 
humanitarian society. 


"Since the armistice was signed I 


have had an opportunity to confer in 
Paris with the heads of all American 
R«<1 Cross commissions In Europe, ami 
later In Washington with the presi- 
•Jftnt of the United States, the war 
council of the Ited Cross, the managers 
of the fourteen lied Cross divisions of 
th* United States, and with the heads 
of our department at national head- 
qaarters. 
I am, therefore, able to 


«peak now with knowledge and assur- 
ance In saying that the beneficent work 
of the American Red Cross is to go 
forward on a great scale—not alone, 
a* heretofore, for purposes of relief of 
war, but as an agency of peace and 
permanent human sen-ice. 


"Since America's entry into the war 


the purpose of our lied Cross has been 
primarily to aid our army and navy In 
tbe care of our men under arms, and, 
secondly, to eitend relief to the sol- 
diers, sailors and civilians of those na- 
tions which were fighting our battles 
along with their own. With the funds 
which have been so generously con- 
tributed by the American people this 
war work of the Ked Cross will con- 
tinue and be completed with all possi- 
ble sympathy nnd energy. 


Wherever our soldiers and sailor^ 


may be the lied Cross will -my w-ith 
them until they are demobilized. Noth-

New§ From Far-Away France ol Local and General lotereit 


Writing under date of November 


13 from France, the second day after 
the armistice became effective, Sei- 
den F. McCreedy of Co. A, 23rd En- 
gineers, told of the joy of victory. 
He said: 


"The War Is Won." 
So read the headlines in our papers 


here today, and you know who the 
victors are. There surely is a happy 
bunch over here and now the question 
prominent in our minds is, "When 
are we going home?" 


I can imagine the celebration back 


there and have read about it in Paris, 
but we have been working as per 
usual. Our big day is coming, and 
that is when we put our feet on our 
own doorstep. I surely feel for those 
who have no home to go to and have 
nfever known what "home" meant.- 
I also feel for those mothers who will 
not be able to welcome their boys 
back, but they should glory in the 
fact that they gave their lives and 
all else in this world to the cause of 
humanity. My heart sinks as I pass 
the rows of wooden crosses with their 
identification tags the only marking, 
but I know of no more glorious place 
to die than here on the soil that has 
been so bitterly fought over for so 
noble a cause. And of all the boys I 
have seen lying dead, and I have seen 
many, every one of them was facing 
the invader. I wish you might have 
heard the services held by the 26th 
Division, all New Englanders, when 
they paid tribute to their honored 
dead. 
It was held under the trees 
oa the banks of the war-famous 
Marne, and was the most wonderful 
thing that I have had the pleasure to 
witness. . Can you imagine a man 
praying, his gas mask and helmet 
always close and his eyes filled with 
tears? Never so long as I live will 
I forget that scene on that beauti- 
f«l Sunday morning in that quaint 
French town hundreds of years old, 
with the dull "boom" of the guns in 
the distance. I wish that every mo- 
ther who pave her boy could have 
heard that, and I know then that she 
would not feel harshly toward the 
•war. 


Now. thouph, all that has passed, 


and the world is at peace once more. 
The Germans have at last received 


their just deserts. 
Isn't it almost 


too good to be true? 


Everything here is torn and des- 


troyed. 
Trees, wires, roads, rail- 


roads, buildings and even the fields 
are full of gaping shell holes from 
the American fire in their drive 
through he.re. The Germans left in 
a hurry as is evidenced by the amount 
of things left behind. Equipment of 
all kinds, and I am living in one of 
the barracks they built, using the 
kaiser's torches for light and burn- 
ing his coal in one of his stoves. That 
isn't so bad, is it? 


The last few days I have seen many 


refugees coming back in the French 
and American supply trucks. Old 
men, women, girls and children, and 
they surely are happy to be f»-eed of 
the German rule. They cannot under- 
stand the amount of men and equip- 
ment that the Americans have over 
here a* they weiv led to believe t1 at 
,ve wer? practically nothing in this 
war. 


We have been having some miphty 


fine weather over here, which id quite 
unusual for this time of the yetr. 
Just about like our Indian summer 
weather at home, and I think of home 
a good deal. I've never seen a hap- 
pier\ 
take - everything - that - comes 


bunch than the fellows here, and I 
have made some mighty fine friends. 
I sometimes think that my bit has 
been very small in this war. On the 
road with a pick and shovel doesn't 
seem to be a way to win a war, but 
it does have to be. Supplies and am- 
munition could not go up to those 
fighting without roads, and someone 
has to do the work. Most of the time 
we have been within range of Fritz's 
guns, but have been very lucky. 1 
have had a few hardships, some 
never-to-be-forgotten experiences and 
lots of fun, and would not want to 
trade places with anyone who has 
never had the chance to be over liere. 
It is really a great experience, and 
although trying at times I think that 
I have benefited a great deal for hav- 
ing had it. One thing I know is that 
I shall appreciate my home more than 
I ever could before. That alone is 
worth all that I have suffered, which 
is mightly little compared to that 
that some of the boys have withstood.

The public is earnestly exhorted to comply with the 


rules strictly. 
It will permit a general opening earlier than 


can be the case if carlessness is shown. 


You are hereby notified that strict influenza quarantine 


regulations went into effect December 4 and each ward is be- 
ing carefully policed by men with full police authority. 


Houses in which the disease exists will be placarded 


and the owners or occupants of the residence will be re- 
quired to leave the signs on their homes. 


Persons in whose homes the disease exists must re- 


main within their homes or on their own premises as no one 
will be allowed to leave or enter the premises. 


Any violation of any of the above rules will subject the 


of fender to a fine of from $10 to $50 or in lieu thereof impri- 
sonment in thecounty jaU not less than 16 nor more than 90 
days.

Earl H. llarrlman. who landed in 


England early last month, has written 
the following interesting letters to his 
mother and sisters here: 


November 12 , 1918. 


bear Folks: 


Well, we are here, but too late. We 


celebrated In England yesterday 
as 


we were waiting at the dock to be 
transported over to France. There 
were several ships around and they 
got busy with their whistles and flags. 
Some crazy outfit, you can bet, with 
everybody cheering and waving. 
It 


was a sight that no one will ever for- 
get. 


Last night we crossed the English 


Channel and this morning we landed 
in France and hiked out to a so-called 
"rest camp." How long we will stay 
or where we will go from here Is the 
big mystery now. No one knows if we 
will go on or back to the sea. 


You should have news of our safe 


arrival today or tomorrow. What do 
you think of us anyway? Haven't we 
traveled some in the last three weeks? 
It fairly took my breath away and we 
are still movitfg. 


Don't know just what I can write 


about yet. so won't try to tell you 
about it now. This censorship ought 
to be modified soon and then I can 
pive it all to you. That Is. if we stay 
over here. Haven't much time just 
now anyway, so this will be brief. 
Hope you are as well and happy as we 
are. Write une and tell me every thing 
that has happened.

Saturday. November 16, 1918. 


' Dear Folks: 


Here we are in a brand-new camp 


after a strenuous journey across coun- 
try. 
Traveled three nights and two 


days in the French style—a la box 
-cars. Not the most comfortable mode 
of transportation, but the best avail- 
ble. It was an interesting trip, though 
for it took us nearly across France. 


Our new camp is in the southwest- 


ern part of France and Is an entirely 
American one. 
Almost like getting 


back home after experiencing an En& 
llsh and French camp, which can't 
compare with ours in any way. Have 
barracks again and real bunks with 
straw ticks, the first we have seen on 
this side. Slept in tents on wooden 
floors in the other camps and sardine 
fashion in our side-door Pullmans and 
on boat to France. 


And the chow is real 
American 


grub. The best feeds we have had 
since we left the U.S.A. 
This la.it 


week ha& been a tough one and I sure 
hope they leave us here long enough 
to get rested up. 


Going to try to tell you a little 


about my journeys. Hope it gets 
through O.K. You surely must know 


by thin time of our safe arrival on this 
Hkle. Had a fine trip across, with good 
weather until we sighted the coast of 
Scotland, when we ran into a bad 
storm. 
Th« wind 
blew 
something 


fl'-rce and big waves broke over onto 
the tacks.Several of us got cautht in 
the mess hall, which was converted 
iuto a "Y" after supper, and we 
couldn't «o across the deck to get 
back to our hold, so we had to apend 
the night there. The old boat stood 
it in fine shape though and the next 
morning the storm blew over. 


That night we reached our destina- 


tion, but didn't land until the next 
morning. 
Marched through the city 


on our way to the railroad station and 
the English people sure surprised me 
with their welcome. They cheered us 
in the real American style and a lot 
of them waved the American flag. We 
saw nearly as many of them as of the 
British flag and all along the way peo- 
ple rushed out and waved them as we 
went by. It sure made us feel good. 


England is a beautiful country. The 


fields are clean looking and all are 
giving the appearance of a huge 
checker board. Most ot the houses are 
bounded by hedges or low stone fencec 
built of brick with some stone or stuc- 
co and all of them slate or tile roofs. 
Didn't see a single frame building, not 
even the sheds or barns. Most of the 
country is rolling and we saw several 
narrow streams or canals. 


The streets are Borrow, but very 


neat and most of the houses are built 
right up close to thf. walks. Plenty of 
them are apartment houses—great 
long buildings with as many as twen- 
tv doors onto the street. 
' The rairoads are very different 
from ours, but good. The coaches con 
sist of eight compartments, all having 
a private door on each side. The sta- 
tion platforms are built up level with 
the floors of the coaches and are> ropr- 
ed over. 
The engines are small out 


can travel quite fast and the box cars 
are less than half as long as ours, 
with only four wheels, book like cigar 
boxes aside of ours. 


Landed at an Engish camp in the 


midlde of the night after a- long hike, 
mostly up hill, it seemed. Spent the 
next day and night there, then off 
again the following morning. Went to 
a port on the English 
channel and 


crossed over into France that night. 


The French town we landed at was 


quite a contrast to those in England. 
In fact, the entire countlres are much 
different. The streets are narrow al- 
so, but not near as neat and the build- 
ings seem older and more dilapidated, 
and surely much dirtier. However, the 
bouses, especially inland, are neat and 
pretty. Most of them are cement witn 
colored trimmings and tile roofs. Sev- 
era of the farm buidings were entire- 
lv of thatch and were very quaint. Saw 
miite a few old style windmills that 
liAed like silos with painted roofs and

Ful- 
ly half the farmer* were plowing with 
earns of oxen, sometimes two loams, 
nd doing a patchy job of it. That Is, 
hey plowed in spots, leaving over 
ialf of it untouched. They make their 
urrows shallower and narrower than 
we do. In the south there are fields of 
grape vines, but you would never 
guess their identity. They are low and 
tumpy and look like raspberry bush- 
es. This is a great wine country we 
re In now. 
But I'm traveling too fast. We are 


not there yet. First we have to hike 
>ut to our next "rest" camp, a small 
matter of five or six miles, and again 
mostly up-hill. Whenever they inarch 
us anywhere, they seem to choose an 
up-grade 
if possible.

vould have been welcome, but the 
French <|imp was a little .poorer than.

As tar as we are con- 
cerned nothing seems to have chang- 
ed and I presume that our work will 
relieving them, and the plan teems to 
so except that we will be carrying 
nothing but "malades" (sick) and we 
wont have any more attacks. Our di- 
vision has been moving up every cou- 
ple days, ready to go In the Imes at 
any time, but the Boche have retreat- 
ed so raipldly that they didn't have to 
make a drive—the American division 
ahead of us took care of that. Now 
that division is coming out and we are 
go on abput the same for a month or 
be that we form the front line In this 
sector, which will follow up the Boche 
to the Rhine. So my next letter may 
come from "Somewhere in Germany 
instead of "Somewhere In France . 
And within a few months I can tell 
you all about It.

United States In the past year ha* 
been sufficient to supply the complete 
ration of twenty-two million people. 


It is hard to grasp the magnitude

which has been lent the Allies bj the 
patriotic, voluntary service of the 
American people. 
The food we sent 


abroad last year would have been suf- 
ficient to feed one-fifth of our popula- 
tion 
And this was done in spite of 


the fact that we entered the year with 
short crops 
Our surplus was practi- 


cally nothing. An overwhelming pro- 
portion of the food that left this coun- 
try lu*t year was saied out of the nor- 
mal home consumption of our own 
people.

would have paid any price for help. 
Even the ordinarily, most devout 
worshippers of the "God of Things as 
They Are" abandoned their religion 
in the face of the plague. But, for- 
getting is one of the easiest thing's 
people do, and remembering is one 
of the hardest. 


Certainly, some permanent good 


ought to come out of the terrible 
epidemic. If it were to be. a general 
increase in the knowledge of nursing 
with the resultant saving of thous- 
ands of lives yearly, the lesson will 
have been worth the cost.
